i.TT could not be expected that an Aflertion of Londons 
J_ being bigger than Paris and Raven, or than Paris and 
Rome put together, and bigger than any City of the World, 
fhould fcape uncontradidfced, and ’tis expedted that I (if 
continuing in that Perfwafion) fhould make fome Reply to 
thefe contradictions. 

2. I begin with the Ingenious Author of the Novelles de 
la Republique des Lett res, who faith thatlfoj mPerJiais far big¬ 
ger than London for that in the 6th. Century of Chriftiani- 
ty (I fuppofe An. 550) It had 15000, or rather 44 thoufand 
Mofchees or Mahometan Temples. To which I reply, that 
I hope this Objedtor is but in jeft, for that Mahomet was not 
borne till about the Year 570, and had no Mofchees till about 
50 Years after. 

3. The next is the excellent Monfieur Auzout from Rome, 
who is content, that London, Wejlminfter, and Southwark- 
with the contiguous Houfing may have as many People as 
Paris and its Suburbs ; and but faintly denyeth, that all the 
Houfing within the Bills, may have almoft as many People 
as Paris and Raven, but faith that feveral Parifhes inferted 
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into thefe Bills, are didant from, and not contiguous with 
London, and that Grant fo underffood it, 

4. To which (as his main, if not only Objection) we an- 
fwer, \Jl. That the London, Bills appear in Grants Book to 
have been, fince the Year 1636, as they now are, 2. that a- 
bout 50 Years fince, 3 or 4 Parishes formerly diftant, were 
join’d, by interpofed Buildings to the Bulk of the City, and 
therefore then inferted into the Bills. 3. That fince 50 Years 
the whole Buildings being more than double, have perfect¬ 
ed that Union, fo as there is no Houfe within the faid Bills, 
from which one may not call to feme other Houfe.
